The Pumas will be out to trip up 
the sailors for the last-minute de- 
feat they suffered in their first 
naval battle. After running up a 
31-22 lead in the first period the 
Pumas were nipped in the last 
stages of the game which closed 
with the sailors out in front 52-48. 
That first meeting took place in the 
Hammond Civic Center. 

“Pumas Were Toughest”

of the Navy squad, remarked that 
the Pumas were the toughest com- 
petition his team had faced to that 
date. His All-American, aggrega- 
tion includes Menke and Andres, of 
Indiana U.; Lobsiger, U. of Mo.; 
Calihan, U. of Detroit; Anderson, 
Stanford; Baumholtz, of Ohio U.;

More outstanding reserve material 
is on the roster.

Professional baseball received the 
go-ahead signal from the President 
of the United States the other day 
in the form of a letter to Commis- 
sioner Landis in which the Presi- 
dent stated that he wished to see 
baseball continued during war time 
as a form of national recreation. 
The need of sports to divert the 
thoughts of the people from the 
trying times ahead was stressed by 
the President in his message to the 
commissioner. Although admitted- 
ly unofficial, and expressing only 
the President’s personal feelings, 
the letter will undoubtedly hold 
water for the future of all enter- 
prises in the sports circle. 

Concerning the individual play- 
ers, the President said that those 
of service eligibilities should enter 
the service. The use of older play- 
ers would undoubtedly take much 
of the color and speed from the 
game but the interest would not 
suffer. ‘In other words, the Presi- 
dent says that athletes who are 
capable of serving the country in 
some way, either in defense indus- 
tries, or military service, jshould 
not in justice be shown any special 
Considerations. Athletes, as well 
as other men, can serve their coun- 
try in these troubled times; how 
they choose to serve her will be a 
personal matter for them to decide. 

The President also showed that 
lftr had" tfte fnterests of the working 
man at heart by ' expressing the 
desire to see night ball games con- 
tinued so that the day shifts would 
have the opportunity to attend the 
games. If the OPM doesn’t take 
over the electric power plants, des- 
pite the President’s personal feel- 
ings, baseball fans will continue to 
enjoy those cool nocturnal clashes. 
(And ball park managers will con- 
tinue to reap the high gate re- 
ceipts which night games pour into 
their coffers).

Since the draft of men eligible 
for military service has been in 
effect, the number turned away be- 
cause of some minor physical dis- 
ability has staggered those who 
have seen the actual figures in 
round numbers.
